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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  May  is  estimated  at  67^T80_,000 
gallons^  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  is  2 percent  larger  than  both  in 
May  1966  and  the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month.  Output  was  the  second  highest  re- 
corded for  May:  2 percent  less  than  the  all-time  record  set  in  19^6  after  World 
War  II,  Production  throu^  May  this  year  is  about  the  same  as  the  5-Rionth  totaJ.  of 
last  year,  although  4 percent  above  the  5-year  average.  Output  advanced  I6  percent 
from  April  to  May,  compared  with  10  percent  at  this  time  in  I966  and  12  percent  on 
the  average  in  the  I96I-65  period.  Temperatures  during  May  averaged  belov  normal  in 
most  of  the  United  States  except  for  the  following;  (1)  most  of  California  and 
parts  of  Oregon  and  Nevada;  (2)  the  lower  portion  of  Texas;  (3)  the  Florida 
peninsula . 

Ice  cream  production  in  May  was  more  than  a year  earlier  in  all  regions  except 
the  South  Atlantic  and  the  Mountain,  where  it  was  2 percent  less  in  each.  Output 
increased  1 percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  the  Pacific.  Other 
regional  increases  were  7 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States,  5 percent  in  the 
V/est  North  Central  and  2 percent  in  the  South  Central.  In  the  three  leading- 
producing  states,  production  was  up  11  percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  3 percent  in  Cal- 
ifornia, but  was  doxm  4 percent  in  New  York. 

Compared  with  the  I96I-65  average  for  May,  changes  in  production  were  varied. 
Output  was  about  the  same  in  the  Mountain  Region,  while  it  was  dovm  1 percent  in 
both  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  South  Atlantic . Increases  in  all  other  regions 
ranged  from  3 percent  in  the  South  Central  to  12  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Produc- 
tion increased  4 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  5 percent  in  the  I^est 
North  Central.  In  the  three  leading  states,  output  va.s  5 percent  more  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  l4  percent  larger  in  California,  while  9 percent  less  in  Nev/  York.

Output  in  the  first 
five  months  of  this  year  was  6 percent  larger  than  the  January-May  total  of  last 
year  and  30  percent  greater  than  the  5-year  average. 

production  advanced  2k  percent  from  April  to  May,  compared  with  22  percent  at 
this  time  in  I966  and  the  average  of  26  percent  in  the  I96I-65  period.  Seasonal 
gains  occurred  in  all  regions.  Tlie  increases  v;ere  particularly  sharp  in  northern 
and  western  sections  of  the  United  States . 

Compared  with  May  I966,  output  decreased  slightly  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region. 
Moderate  increases  occurred  in  aJ.1  other  regions.

Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  during  May,  estimated  at  4,8U0,000 
gallons,  was  1 percent  less  than  in  May  1966,  but  5 percent  more  than  the  I96I-65 
average  for  the  month.  The  January-May  output  this  year,  is  holding  at  about  the 
same  level  as  that  of  a year  ago,  but  is  11  percent  above  the  5 -year  average  for 
these  months. 

Seasonally,  production  gained  25  percent  from  April  to  May,  the  same  as  a year 
earlier.  This  compares  with  a 29-percent  advance  in  the  I96I-65  period.  All 
regions  registered  substantial  gains,  \7hich  were  less  sharp  in  the  South  Central  and 
Mountain  States . 

Compared  with  May  I986,  production  decreased  in  both  the  South  Atlantic  Region 
and  the  South  Central,  while  it  \ra.s  unchanged  in  the  East  North  Central.  Increases 
occurred  in  all  other  regions .

Compared  vrith  May  I966,  production  decreased  in  the  West  North  Central  Region 
and  the  South  Atlantic.  Increases  occurred  in  the  remaining  regions.  The  gains 
vrere  sharpest  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  Vhst.
